The patentability resides, at least in part, in the combination of: a production 
management method including parallel production in a plurality of production lines, 
storing order information from a purchaser, storing cease period information of a 
production lines storing authentication information of a production line from the 
purchaser, detecting a volume in process in the plurality of production lines, calculating 
an additional input volume on the basis of the volume in process and the order volume, 
calculating a scheduled production completion date with the cease period and allocating 
the input lot to the order information on the basis of the scheduled production 
completion date and the delivery time, in further combination with the other limitations of 
base claim 1.
